(b) The holder of any Big Game ensé’ shall, immediately after the ‘taking o1 or “killing 
of any big game animal, affix to such animal the proper tag by securely affixing and locking 
the tag in one of the following three described positions, on the big game carcass, depending 
on the species of big game to be tagged, through the eye socket, between the bone and the 
tendon of the hind leg immediately above the hock, or round the base of the antlers. 


(c) Any carcass of a big game animal found without having a valid and subsisting tag 
attached thereto or having attached thereto a tag which has not been properly closed and 
securely locked in place, shall be considered "illegal game" and liable to confiscation. 


BAG LIMITS FOR BIG GAME 


2. No person shall kill or take in any one season for which a license is issued, more than 
one male mountain sheep, one mountain goat, male or female, and only one of either a 
male deer, a male elk, or a male moose, and subject to paragraph (2) of subsection (g) 
of section 3, and paragraph (2) of subsection (h) of section 3, one grizzly bear and one 
black, brown or cinnamon bear: cubs and females with cubs are protected. 


OPEN SEASON FOR BIG GAME 


3. The holder of a Resident Big Game License or a Non-resident Big Game License may 
hunt, take or kill: 


SHEEP 


(a) Male mountain sheep between the lst day of September and the 3lst day of October, 
both dates inclusive, throughout the Province. 


GOAT 


(b) Mountain goat, male or female, between the lst day of September and the 31st day 
of October, both dates inclusive, throughout the Province. 


DEER 


(c) (1) Male deer, between the lst day of November and the 29th day of November, 
both dates inclusive, in that part of the Province lying west of Number 2 Highway from 
Carway on the international boundary to the junction of the said Number 2 Highway with 
Highway Number 13, and in that part of the Province lying north of Number 13 Highway. 


(2) Male deer, between the lst day of November and the 8th day of November, 
both dates inclusive, in that part of the Province lying west of the Alberta-Saskatchewan 
interprovincial boundary, south of Highway Number 3 from the said interprovincial boundary 
to the City of Lethbridge and east of Highway Number 4 from the City of Lethbridge to 
Coutts on the international boundary. 


(3) Any resident of the Province hunting big game for the purpose of providing 
necessary food for himself and family, under authority of section 33 of The Game Act, 
1946, may kill one male deer only during any one calendar year. 


ELK 


(d) Male elk between the 1st day of November and the 29th day of November, both 
dates inclusive, in that part of the Province lying west of Number 2 Highway from Carway 
on the international boundary to where the said highway intersects the North Saskatchewan 
River in the City of Edmonton, and north of the North Saskatchewan River from Edmonton 
to the Alberta-Saskatchewan interprovincial boundary.

MOOSE 


(e) (1) Male moose between the 1st day of November and the 29th day of November, 
both dates inclusive, in that part of the Province lying north of the Bow River and west of 
Number 2 Highway from where the said highway intersects the Bow River in the City of 
Calgary to where the said Number 2 Highway intersects the North Saskatchewan River in 
the City of Edmonton, and north of the North Saskatchewan River from Edmonton to the 
Alberta-Saskatchewan interprovincial boundary. 


(2) Any resident of the Province hunting big game for the purpose of providing 
necessary food for himself and family, under authority of section 33 of The Game Act, 
1946, may kill one male moose only during any one calendar year. 


CARIBOU 


(f) (1) Except as provided for in section 4, subsection (a) of these Regulations and the 
next following paragraph of this section, a closed season for the hunting of caribou shall 
be in effect throughout the Province. 


(2) Any resident of the Province who is the head of a family and resides in the 
area described in section 33 of The Game Act, 1946, may hunt, take or kill five Barrenland 
caribou only, during any one calendar year, for the purpose of providing necessary food 
for himself and family, under authority of section 33 of The Game Act, 1946. 


GRIZZLY BEAR 


(g) (1) Grizzly bear, females with cubs protected, between the lst day of September and 
the 29th day of November, and between the 1st day of April and the 3lst day of May, all dates 
inclusive,throughout the Province. 


(2) In that part of the Province lying south of the Crowsnest-Medicine Hat branch of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, excepting therefrom all game preserves and national parks, 
any resident may at any time hunt, take or kill any grizzly bear without any license or 
authority other than this regulation. 


BLACK, BROWN OR CINNAMON BEAR 


(h) (1) Black, brown or cinnamon bear, females with cubs protected, between the lst 
day of September and the 29th day of November, and between the 1st day of April and the 
31st day of May, all dates inclusive, in that part of the Province formerly comprised within 
the Rocky Mountain Forest Reserve. 


(2) In any part of the Province not included in the area described in the next preced- 
ing clause, and exclusive of any game preserve or national park, any resident may at any 
time, hunt, take or kill any black, brown or cinnamon bear without any license or authority 
other than this regulation. 


RESTRICTED AREAS FOR SPECIAL GAME LICENSES WITHIN 


4, (a) The holder of a Resident Big Game License or a Non-resident Big Game License 
may obtain a special game license to hunt, take or kill one of either a male deer, a male 
moose, or a male caribou between the lst day of September and the 3lst day of October, 
both dates inclusive, in that part of the Province described as follows: 


All those lands lying west of a line described as follows: Commencing at the point wherc 
Rock Creek intersects the north boundary of Jasper National Park, thence proceeding up- 
stream on Rock Creek to the trail leading to the Indian Trail junction at Eagle's Nest Pass, 
thence following the Indian Trail in a generally north-westerly direction to the Sulphur 
River, thence downstream along the Sulphur River to the junction of the Sulphur River with 
the Smoky River, thence downstream along the Smoky River to where the Smoky River 
intersects the north boundary of the lands formerly contained within the Athabasca Forest 
Reserve, thence in a generally north-westerly direction along the boundary of the lands 
formerly contained within the Athabasca Forest Reserve to the Alberta-British Columhia 
interprovincial boundary. 


(b) The holder of a Resident Big Game License or a Non-resident Big Game License 
may obtain a Special Game License to hunt, take or kill one of either a male deer, a male 
moose, or a male elk, between the lst day of September and the 31st day of October, both 
dates inclusive, in those parts of the Province described as follows: 


(1) All those lands lying east of the easterly boundary of Jasper National Park, south 
of the Cardinal River from its source at Rocky Pass to its intersection with the Big Horn

Trail, and west of the Big Horn Trail from its intersection with the Cardinal River to its 
intersection with the Southesk River. 


(2) All those lands contained within the following described boundaries: Starting at the 
point where the South Brazeau Trail intersects the Brazeau River, thence easterly along 
the South Brazeau Trail to Mons Cabin, thence northerly along the Chungo Creek Trail to 
Chungo Creek, thence upstream along Chungo Creek to the north boundary of township 42, 
thence due west along the north boundary of township 42 to the Brazeau River, thence in a 
south-westerly direction along the Brazeau River to the point of commencement. 


(3) All those lands contained within the following described boundaries: Starting at the 
point on the east boundary of Jasper National Park where Job Creek joins the Brazeau 
River, thence upstream along Job Creek to its source, thence to the source of Coral Creek, 
thence downstream along Coral Creek to its junction with the Cline River, thence upstream 
along the Cline River to Pinto Creek, thence upstream along Pinto Creek to Pinto Lake, 
thence due south from Pinto Lake to the east boundary of Banff National Park, thence ina 
north-westerly and north-easterly direction along the east boundary of Banff and Jasper 
National Parks to the point of commencement. 


(4) All those lands contained within the following described boundaries: Starting at the 
point where the North Saskatchewan River emerges from the eastern boundary of Banff 
National Park, thence downstream along the North Saskatchewan River to where the Head- 
waters Trail joins the Saskatchewan River, thence in a generally south-easterly direction 
following the Headwaters Trail to where the said Trail intersects the north branch of the 
Hummingbird Creek at Onion Lake Cabin, thence downstream along the north branch of 
Hummingbird Creek and the main Hummingbird Creek to its junction with the Rarn River, 
thence directly across the Ram River and following the height of land along the line-stone 
range in a generally south-easterly direction to a point where said mountain range runs 
into the Clearwater River, above the junction of the Clearwater River and Timber Creek, 
thence upstream along the Clearwater River to the east boundary of Banff National Park, 
thence in a generally north-westerly direction along the east boundary of Banff National 
Park to the point of commencement. 


9. (a) Pursuant to section 20 of The Game Act, 1946, any person who is the holder of a 
valid and subsisting Non-resident Big Game License or a Resident Big Game License, 
may be granted a free export permit for the export of any big game that has been lawfully 
killed and taken under authority of any such license; 


(b) Big Game Export Permits are obtainable from the Department through the Game 
Officers and Forestry Officers and certain appointed License Vendors, upon production of 
the Non-resident License or the Resident License as the case may be.

SHOOTING RESTRICTIONS 


1. No person shall kill, hunt or attempt to kill a migratory game bird 
by the use of 


(a) a rifle; or 
(b) a shotgun loaded with a single bullet 


2. No person shall shoot migratory game birds within one-half mile 
of the edge of the waters of Sullivan Lake, Beaverhill Lake, Buffalo 
Lake, Ministik Lake, Whitford Lake, or Kenilworth Lake.

SHOOTING RESTRICTIONS APPLICABLE THROUGHOUT CANADA - 1952 


(1) Throughout Canada, no person who is not otherwise permitted under these 
regulations to do so shall kill, hunt, capture, injure, take or molest or attempt to kill, 
hunt, capture, injure, take or molest a migratory game bird. 


(a) except with a gun not larger than number ten gauge or with a bow and arrow; 


(b) by the use of a swivel gun, machine-gun, battery, aircraft, power-boat or 
sail-boat; 


(c) by the use or aid of night-lights; 
(d) by the use or aid of live birds as decoys; 


(e) by the use or aid of baiting; 


(f) within one-half mile of any place, reserved or otherwise, where baiting is 
taking place or where it has taken place on or subsequent to the fourteenth 
day before the first day of the open season for ducks and geese in the area 
in which such place is located; 


(g) from any motor vehicle or any wheeled vehicle or any vehicle to which a 
draught animal is attached; 


(h) by using a power-boat, aircraft or motor vehicle to disturb birds with the 
object of driving them towards a hunter; or 


(i) with a shotgun of any description which has not been permanently plugged 
or altered, if necessary, so as to reduce its capacity to not more than three 
shells at any one time in the magazine and chamber combined. 


(2) In this section, ''baiting'’ means placing or exposing corn, wheat, 
oats or other grain or the products thereof, or any other food or materials that 
may attract migratory game birds. 


(3) Throughout Canada, no person shall, while hunting migratory game 
birds, have with him for his own use more than one shotgun at any one time.
